1 sincerely appreciate your cooperation in sending me your 
Non Vi with its photograph also. I have taken a print off 
the photograph and am returning the same herewith. The coin 
is also being returned herewith. I have located another 
specimen of this coin in choice condition and am very glad 
to have been able to ascertain that the dies are identical. 

Thank you for your kind remarks concerning the Fugio coin- 
age. I am familiar with the Oe rraan discussion which you 
mentioned but am always glad to get suggestions as there 
are so many things one never learns about. 

I obtained a photograph of Parmalee lot No. 309 from Hopkins 
after a long delay and it has the identical obverse of your 
coin, as you know. 

I have made notes of all the excellent pieces in the Garrett 
collection and I, like you, agree that it is outstandingly 
marvelous. It is merely a shame that the public never gets 
a chance to see it but I believe some day that will be 
solved. A standard date and mint mark collection is not as 
exciting. The Nova Constellatio set in silver is one of 
their real treasures, as you point out, and I am fortunate 
enough to have the fifth specimen of that coinage which is 
the other 100 mill piece. 

In connection with the article I am working on, perhaps you 
have other coins which I do not have. Would you examine all 
of your British halfpence and look for dates between 1776 
and 1788. If you have any I would very much like to see 
them. Since you collect practically everything interesting 
you, no doubt, have a number of these.

Tour box of Bungtowns arrived and I examined all of them, placed 
proper numbers on those which you did not designate, and have 
returned them to you. 

I have been doing a tremendous amount of work on the unauthor- 
ized copper coins circulating in America and I have reached the 
conclusion that the coppers with legends which vary from the 
standard legends were not shipped to America or circulated here. 

The counterfeits of the coinage of both Qeorge II and George III were 
shipped to America in great quantity. I have over 100 different 
varieties of counterfeits of the Royal Copper Coinage in my col- 
lection. 

> 

There is one coin of particular importance in the group you sent 
me and that is an Imitation 1787 halfpenny made at Machin’s Mills, 

Mew York. I am writing up the entire subject of Machin's Mills 
coinage and will list all the die varieties and interlocking 
of that group in due course. All I can say is that what Crosby . 
left undone was only the extremely difficult and I have been 
struggling for a number of years to fit this puzzle together. 

I certainly hope we can meet some day soon because of our sin- 
cerity in both collecting and in research. I do not attend coin 
conventions because too much time is devoted to politics, drink- 
ing and self aggrandisement but for those who can take It, greater 
power to them, as there are many fine collectors who are often 
present. 

If you have any evidence that the nonstandard legend coppers cir- 
culated in America, I would appreciate knowing.

The list of Baldwin pieces is quite intriquing. The unfinished die 
trial of Washington with Macclesfield, fc^ii/erpool on Congleton roamed 
about for some years in thi/^I believe was in several auction 
sales in the 6o's, but I can’t recall which ones and I pretty sure 
it is mentioned in Baker). However, I an quite intrigued that it 
is now in Enf-Hf^d (I am presuming that this is the only one which 
nay or nay not be the case) . I thought (without benifit of notes) 
that the piece had found its way to the Garrett collection. The 
Liverpool l/2d with plain edge is new to ne alth ugh it might be listed 
in an old sale (i’ll have to check). The North Wales with 4 stars 
under the harp is a real rarity — £ know of c^ne in this country, but 
I haven't been able to obtain it). InciderfA&p Baldwin sold us the 
lwttered/4d"-e North Wales (I believe its listed as D and H lo52 Bis ) - 
the only other one I know of came from Brand. 

I full well remember the the two dies of your Washington cent and 
certainly would appreciate photographs of it some time when you have 
a chance. I haven't been able to lac&te any mention of the two dies, 
however; It seems likely that it may have been overlooked since they 
are so d — m rare, that probably nobody ever compared two of them. The 
Sr.ne thing occurred on the Washington Wyon medal (three specimens 
known of one die, the fourth which we have is from an entirely dif- 
ferent die). Its the same as Raymond's piece illustrated in his 
Booklet, but apparently he missed the variation. 

Incidently, as our next major project on cciis I think we will attempt 
to try to straighten out the Washington colonial odnage as it is in 
dire need of help. I have located most of the rarieties and have 
photographs of almost all varieties. Within the next few months I 
hope to get started on this.
